While in town, be sure to visit the 
old town Jail, which has been con¬ 
verted into a small museum. The Jail, 
built around 1938. was apparently 
filled to capacity many Saturday 
nights, during the rowdy, boom days 
of the town. Loggers, railroaders and 
the general public converged on the 
town for a bit of celebration, and many 
spent the night in the “Lockup". Old 
leather bound ledgers containing the 
court dockets, dating back to 1902. 
show evidence of the many arrests 
and fines of the days gone by. The city 
policeman was apparently a busy 
person during these times. 

The Jail is a block building, with 
two cells and a larger holding area, 
and is located Just off main street. 
Other exhibits include old pictures of 
the area and old policemans’ equip¬ 
ment.
